Petri  Publishes 
Scientific  Paper 
In  Vet  Journal 

An  aritcle  by  Dr.  Leo  Petri 
of  the  Wartburg  Biology  De¬ 
partment  appeared  in  the 
Journal  of  the  American  Vet¬ 
erinary  Medical  Association 
for  August,  1958. 

A  result  of  several  years’ 
research  into  the  effect  o  f 
roundworm  parasites  on  the 
cattle  of  this  region,  the  article 
is  entitled  “Seasonal  Fluctua¬ 
tion  of  Gastro-intestinal  Nema¬ 
todes  of  Imported  Beef  Feeder 
Calves  in  Northeast  Iowa.” 

The  article  deals  with  one 
phase  of  an  extensive  research 
program  of  parasite  control  of 
cattle  being  conducted  through¬ 
out  the  United  States. 

The  first  phase  is  to  establish 
the  kinds  and  degree  of  para¬ 
sitism  in  dairy  and  beef  cattle 
in  this  area  and  to  establish 
whether  there  is  a  strategic 
time  for  treating  cattle  with 
remedies  to  rid  them  of  the 
parasites  before  they  reach 
disease  -  causing  proportions. 
The  over-all  program  is  of 
great  economic  value  to  farm¬ 
ers  raising  cattle. 

As  a  follow-up  to  this  article 
dealing  with  imported  beef  cat¬ 
tle,  Dr.  Petri  stated  that  he 
hopes  soon  to  publish  one  in¬ 
corporating  data  on  a  number 
of  local  dairy  herds.

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Leadership  Of  Tomorrow 
Has  Roots  On  Local  Front 

The  quality  of  leadership  is  not  strained,  it  does  fall 
as  a  gentle  dew  from  Heaven,  blessing  him  who  leads  and 
him  who  follows,  for  true  leadership  is  a  quality  like 
mercy. 

Last  Saturday,  a  group  of  approximately  fifty  persons, 
faculty  and  student,  from  Wartburg  attended  a  leadership 
retreat  at  Hecry  Woods  State  Park,  ClarksviUe.  Although 
this  type  of  assembly  could  have  turned  into  a  spiritual 
treasure  hunt,  it  apparently  made  an  honest  effort  to  re¬ 
capture  some  of  this  elusive  quality  which  leaders  are 
supposed  to  possess. 

It  would  be  simple  to  blame  problems  of  leadership 
on  the  age  we  are  living  in,  to  cover  up  our  lack  of  leader¬ 
ship  as  students  with  cries  of  “beat  generation”  and 
“atomic  apathy,”  Since  so  much  of  this  leader  fear  covers 
the  pages  of  our  daily  communications,  it  is  assuring  to 
know  that  an  attempt  is  being  made  on  a  local  level,  where 
it  should  begin,  to  cope  with  these  problems  of  leadership. 

It  would  be  foolish  to  look  for  immediate  results  in 
the  area  of  leadership  on  the  Wartburg  campus  after 
allowing  interested  campus  leaders  a  few  sunny  hours  in 
retreat.  It  would  be  wiser  to  reflect  on  the  idea  that  Wart¬ 
burg  is  taking  a  stand  on  the  problems  and  responsibilities 
facing  our  generation  as  leaders  of  tomorrow’s  world  seg¬ 
ments. 

Problems  facing  world  leadership  today  are  greatly 
evidenced  in  our  present  political  situation  and  in  the 
sociological  problems  confronting  state  leaders  on  internal 
affairs.  There  are  no  Abraham  Lincolns  freeing  them¬ 
selves  of  puppet  strings,  but  the  need  for  such  leadership 
does  exist  from  the  international  down  to  the  local  level 
of  our  present-day  society. 

It  should  be  the  desire  of  every  person  reading  this 
newspaper  that  efforts  to  attain  betteb  leadership  through 
local  beginnings,  diverting  into  larger  realms  of  contact,  be 
propagated  by  a  community  effort  here  on  the  Wartburg 
campus. 

If  the  quality  of  our  leadership  is  strained,  the  ane- 
mics  of  our  college  society  will  certainly  foredoom,  at 
least  in  part,  the  future  hopes  of  the  nation  and  the  world 
at  large.

Wartburg  Effort 
Eor  Academics 

To  the  Editor; 

Now  that  views  have  been 
expressed  on  campus  “suit- 
casism,”  I  feel  it  is  time  for 
a  Wartburg  student  to  speak 
up,  especially  to  reply  to  the 
serious  criticism  of  the  student 
body’s  alleged  “widely  accept¬ 
ed  attitude”  that  a  half-heart¬ 
ed  academic  effort  will  suffice 
at  Wartburg. 

As  a  transfer  student  from  a 
high-ranking  university,  I  want 
to  stand  in  defense  of  Wart- 
burg’s  students.  Leaving  poten¬ 
tial  out  of  the  argument, 
I  firmly  believe  that  the  aca¬ 
demic  effort  exerted  by  the 
average  student  at  Wartburg 
exceeds  that  which  I  observed 
last  year  in  a  top  university. 

The  success  of  Wartburg 
graduates  in  graduate  schools 
is  in  itself  testimony  to  t  h  e 
quality  of  academic  prepara¬ 
tion  accomplished  at  Wartburg. 
I  personally  feel  that  my  aca¬
